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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest the recited seal structure. Independent claim 2 identifies the 
uniquely distinct feature of "said third fabric extending continuously from one side of the seal to 
an opposite side of the seal with the cells being spaced from one another". Independent claims 7 
and 15 identify the uniquely distinct feature of "the first and second components being stationary 
and rotatable con5)onents, respectively, said first and second layers, said cells and said inserts 
being disposed generally concentrically about an axis of rotation of the rotatable component". 
Independent claim 8 identifies the uniquely distinct feature of "said inserts including hollow thin 
walled plastic tubes". Independent claim 9 identifies the uniquely distinct feature of "said inserts 
comprising wire coils". Independent claim 10 identifies the uniquely distinct feature of "said 
inserts comprising soUd plastic tubes." Independent claim 16 identifies the uniquely distinct 
feature of "said inserts including one of hollow thin walled tubes, wire coils or solid tubes." The 
closest prior art of record, Hatch (USPN 3,965,942), discloses first and second fabric layers 
spaced from one another and a third fabric secured to and between the first and second layers 
wherein the third fabric defines a plurality of cells and inserts extend within the plurality of cells, 
which either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious the above 
limitations. 

Furthermore, the obviousness-type double-patenting rejection using the closest prior art 
of record, Zhuo et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,619,669) was overcome by the filing of a terminal 
disclaimer filed 6/2/05.
